Early this afternoon 
I went to Lord Lonsdale and told him that 
thero wore soveral families in the house, 
and that in view of the unpleasant things 
being said I would much rather that he take 
i her to some other hotel. No objections 
were made and they went away at onco. 
Whero they are now I don't know." 

When Stokea' version of the affair w»b 
repeated to Lonsdale, ho said: "You see, 
this man Stokes camo to nio and said that 
he had hoard that Miss Cameron's hus- 
band had comu over here to raise a dis- 
turbance, and he was afraid that it might 
lead to a row in his hotel, Ho asked 
very politely if I would not induce Miss 
Cameron to put up at some other place. 
Well, Miss Cameron was displeased with 
her rooms anyhow, and had intended to 
ohange. Tho proprietor of '(lie Hotfmaii 
houso neejl not have feared that theie 
would bo any row. Thero is no danger 
of that. I guess Miss Cameron's husband 
was with her at Uelmonioo'a this after- 
noon, and wo managed to get along with- 
out 'coining to blows.' "

to have been made by David de BoiiBaudo, 
MiBB Camerun's husband, that ho would 
punch Lonsdale's head if ho dared to tt.ry 
at. the same hotel as his wife, that little 
man has taken up his abode at the hotel 
Madison, and has four rooms not far from 
the two occupied by Miss Oumoron. De 
Bensaudo said: "I did not come over hore 
to raieo a rumpuB, but I have decided that 
Lonsdale must withdraw from tho man- 
agement of my wife's company."

A Landlord Lavs his Death at his Ten- 
ants' Doors. 

Paris, Sept, "21.— Tho week has 
beon fertile in crime, suicides and scan- 
dal. The other morning a strong smell 
of burning was noticed by tho lodgers 
in a house in the Rue Leibnitz, Break- 
ing open the door of the room from 
Which tho smell proceeded they found 
ther landlord, a sexagenarian naniod 
Moisel, stretched out dead with a pan 
of lighted charcoal beside him. On a 
table was a letter explaining his sui- 
cide. "For a long time past," it said, 
"my tenants liava not pt»i'd their rent. 
I screwed a little money out of them 
by removing their doors and windows, 
but since this abnormally hot weather 
began even this proved useless. I am 
ruined and have r*Holved to -asphyxiato 
myself. My death will be on my tun- 
ants' heads."

A BI&UTAL TATIIJEK, 

ALooal Preacher Who refused to Work 
— Hts meaas of Living— Inhuman 
Treatment of his Children. 

London, 'Sept. 23. — The case of 
Edward Steale, a well-known local 
preacher, prosecuted by the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Children, 
for inhuman brutality to his two lit- 
tle boys, attracts {considerable atten- 
tion. Steale is the miniBtor of au 
Islington church and also preaches in 
the open air on Sundays in Hyde 
park. He is noted in religious circles 
for the extraordinary forvoi of tlm 
prayers, which invariably cause a plen- 
tiful supply of tears to flow down his 
cheeks. One Sunday after his Hyde 
purk sermon and prayer, several of his 
hearers allege he went home anil beat 
his two sons eight and eleven years old, 
until their faces and bodies wero mas- 
ses of bleeding bruises, using on them 
knotted rope an inch in diameter, and 
all because the hoys, who were out all 
day and late in the evening, failed to 
sell the required number of religious 
tracts. Ho obtained these for gratui- 
tous distribution, but it was proved 
that he made most of his living by 
forcing his boys to sell them, on the 
plea that their father was ill and unable 
to work. Tho boys testified that, they 
had been beaten live times in one week 
with a knotted rope. They usually 
spent Sunday in a dark room, only 
bread and water being given to them. 
Steele's daugliter testilied that he 
threatened to "cut all their throats," 
"would hang for them," etc. The neigh- 
bors proved that he had been forced to 
leave his previous lodgings, because of 
cruelty to his children. Also that al- 
though he is a carpenter and had been 
offered thirty shillipgs a week, he re- 
fused to work' He got his whole liv- 
ing from religions collections and 
what money he could beat out of the 
bpys, who frequently spent tho night 
in the streets being afraid to go home. 
I iv the defence Steale wept and whined 
that he was only obeying the Scriptural 
injunction about sparing the rod and 
spoiling the child. The magistrate 
showed the utmost indignation, but 
was unable to give Steale more than 
six months and send the boys, who 
appeared bright and intelligent to, . an 
industrial school. 

GEN. BUJLLER ADVISES SUP- 
PRESSION OF J'HE LEAGUE. 

Reported Chahcesto Oocur in the 
Cabinet 

London, Sept. 2G. — (Pioneer Press 
cable) — Lord Churchill's coming ad- 
dress to the Conservative union at 
Bradford, iB looked for with great in- 
terest. It is expected the speech will be 
a thorough exposition of the Tory 
policy. Until then the only event of 
interest is Mr. Cludstone's reply to the 
Irish deputations from the Commons. 
The ex premier will probably not 
Bpeak again for some time. He con- 
tinues to look forward to next session 
with the utmost conlidence, when ho 
believes the great battle for Ireland's 
cause will be fought. 

Gen. Bullek 
has advised the Government that the 
disturbed state of the districts visited 
by him is entirely due to the influence 
of the National League. The Gennral 
recommends the suppression of that 
organization as the only means of re- 
storing tranquillity. 

Talk in political clubs turns wholly 
on the reported intended changes in 
the cabinet, Manners, Cnancollor of 
the Duchy of Lancaster, and Stanley, 
president of the Board of Trade, are 
expected to resign, Mr. Balfour, and 
oither Henry Chaplin or David Plun- 
kett taking their places.

MORE UNTRUTHS EXPOSED. 

The Times seams to think that if to tell 
a falsehood ba meritorious to stick to it is 
Bublimo. The chief end of our avonin^ 
friend's existence- would appear to be mis- 
representation. Having been neatly 
caught with Hutt when it tried to bring 
Duok into discredit, it is now trying to 
excite public clsmor against tlio jjovorn- 
nient on the pretence that a fourth port- 
folio is unpopular. Why, it is not throe 
months since tha government went to tho 
country with four ministers and was 
sploudidly sustained. What has since oc- 
curred to mould public opinion into a dif- 
ferent form 1 The number of ministers 
was not an issue during tho cnnvaBs. 
Mr. Beaven— -who once sat in a govern- 
ment, where there were four ministers — 
did not raise it. No opposition candidato 
referred to it and the Times was as dumb 
us an oyster. But no sooner was the elec- 
tion over aud the Timea party found that 
they had lost, than an agitation began for 
it reduction in the number of ministers I 
To impresa Mr. Smithe with the advisa- 
bility of reducing the numerical force of 
his advisors, figures are given with respect 
tn the numerical strength of cabinets in 
other provinces. In every instance the fig- 
ures aru false-- wilfully and flagitiously false. 
On Thursday evening our contomporary 
assorted that. Nova Scotia had but three 
ministers, The "Parliamentary Com 
panion" showing that theru are nine, our 
contemporary retorts that only three of 
I he Nova Scotian ministers are paid. 
This is another untruth. Five of the 
holders of cabinet positions in N ova Scotia 
;iro salaried. In tho remaining illustra- 
tions our contemporary is equally unfortu 
nate, But he reaches the height of ab- 
surdity when he points out how cheaply 
the eastern provinces are gov- 
erned und what low salaries 
the ministers receive in comparison with 
ours. Is our contemporary desirous of re- 
ducing salaries to an eastern baaisf It 
has long been understood , that ill-paid 
servants are generally dishonest. Per- 
haps low salaries east of tho mountains 
furnish the Globo with it3 material for at- 
tack. If our contemporary is really aim- 
ing at a general reduction of salaries he 
should begin with his own and people 
might then boliove in his sincerity; but 
from such a thing as a "cheap aud naBty" 
government it is oarnestly to be hoped tho 
country will be spared, As far as Mr. 
Duck is concerned, the best evidence that 
the public do not disapprove of his pre- 
sent position is found in the fact that the 
Times calls for his dismissal. Uur con- 
temporary began the agit ition for Mr, 
Duck's removal at a time when it believed 
ho was about to bo asked to resign so that 
it might say, "We did it." It may yet be 
found that tho tactics tho Times adopted 
to bring about tho result wero the means 
of its defeat. 



A USTRIA'S l'OLTGY. 

Tho official st.ttemenf, of Auatro-Hun- 
gary's prime minister regarding tho attitude 
which that country has assumed in relation 
to the present phase of tho Eastern ques- 
tion in moat unequivocal; and by it Austria 
is pledged to oppone the armed interference 
of auy single power in Bulgaria. This is 
utated in language as distinct and unmis- 
takeable as the reference to the German 
r.nppcrt of th:_ pclicj it: guarded. Austria, 
although admitting that its obligations have 
been Hevernl times violated, expresses the 
desire that the integrity of tho Berlin treaty 
will be maintained. Whatever negotiations 
may have been goiug on between Germany 
and AuHtria, it is certain that the latter 
country has deemed it necessary to take a 
decided stand on the interests of her 
Boutl:, astern frontier against the stealthy 
advuuoe of Russian power and 
the attempt to organise the neighboring 
provinces into one state to be finally ab- 
sorbed by the Muscovite empire. And 
tho bold announcement by Austria is the 
more significant that in making it s'»e h<x„ 
net been ablo to speak of the course that 
Germany may adopt as more than prob- 
ably identical with that of her own. She 
is the brat country that has spoken de- 
finitely; sho ie tho first country that felt 
compelled tn do bo; and what elfact it may 
have upon Kunsia is as yet an unknown 
quantity. The ambiguous policy of Bis 
marck, and the careful qualification of his 
utterances have been in marked contrast 
to the undisguised anxiety evinced in 
Austria and Hungary. While Austria is 
alarmed at the addition of more and more 
territory to the Russian empire, and can 
see the etoady and insidious spread 
of Russian power, Bismarck 
with interests to protect that are 
not so vitally atfected, dalliei with the 
question, and, while Russia is gaining ad- 
vantages of which she cannot easily bo 
deprived, calmly assures Austria of his 
confident belief that tho interests of that 
country and Russia can bo harmonised. 
As a matter of fact accession of territory 
in the lialkans but weakens the power of 
Austria while a similar extension of pos- 
sessions increases that of Russia. Know- 
ing this, therefore, und dcsirouB of main- 
taining the integrity of the several princi- 
palities as an offset to Russian intrigue, 
Austria makes tho bold statement that 
Bhe will not tolerato tho armed interfer- 
ence of an individual power with Bul- 
garia. 1'reas of circumstances compel her 
to this course oven at tho risk of Ger- 
many's disapproval, trusting as sho does, 
no doubt, in case of an open issue with 
Russia, to tho aid of Turkoy, Italy undEng- 
land. Backed by those powers, Austria with 
an admirably drilled army of semo 100,000 
men, can afford to view a German neu- 
trality with indifference,, or oven a Gor- 
man alliance with Russia, as in tho latter 
event Franco could bo safely counted up- 
on to enter the field against her old 
enemy • Bismarck is known to be jealouB 
of England's power in Europe and tho 
east; and it in thought) contemplates with 
equanimity the consolidation of Russia's 
position in southern Europe, as opposed 
to British interests. But if this roally ba 
his secret policy iU fulfilment will not bo 
yot; aud events may prove that Austria's 
bold decision has not only simplified 
matters, but will bo tho means of assuring 
for lior tho ond sho unsuccessfully Bought 
to obtain by tho aid of German coalition. 
Tho groat states of Europe will now look 
to Bismarck for a more explicit announce- 
ment of tho courBo that Gorrhany intends 
to pursue.

Laitfe Extent of t lie (Inures. De- 
posits. 

(From our Traveling Correspondent.) 

Owing to the general interest now be- 
ing manifested in tho quartz ledges of the 
province it will probably bo of greater in- 
terest if your correspondent first refers to 
the quartz deposits known t > exist in and 
around Barkerville; afterwards, detailing 
an account of tho country from Clinton 
to Barkerville. At Soda creek Mr. W. 
Oraib, a well-known mining expert from 
California boarded the stage, and on the 
trip to Barkerville we wore enlivened by 
his cheery presence and racy anecdotes 
and enlightened at the mines by his prac- 
tical knowledge of all matters appertain- 
ing to quartz, and the means of econom 
ically working the same. 

The first lodges visited wore those 
known as the 

"WILKINSON" AND "rROSBBPINB," 
situated on a hill about two miles from 
the town. We had for our guide Mr. 
Win. Forrest, a gentleman noted for his 
thorough kind-heattedness and earnest 
desire to forward every means calculated 
to hat-ten the prosperity of the district, of 
which he is a pioneer. Mr. MoKvtfy, 
government geographer on Mr, Bowitnan'a 
staff also accompanied us A ride over 
one of tho low-lying gold-bearing hills, 
across a gulch whore drifting was still be- 
ing carried on and then up an ascent and 
over a scarcely distinguisnable trail, 
brought ua to the Wilkinson ledge locat- 
ed in 18G(i, and lately for tho B. C. Mill- 
ing Co. On tho dump outside the shaft 
house was a large quantity of quartz of 
tho character known as rebellious ore, or 
ore containing sulphuretl carrying gold. 
After an examination our expert stated 
that he thought the rock of a good char- 
acter. The extent of the l»dgo could not 
bo seen as the shaft was tilled with water. 
Mr. Forrest, who worked in it in the old 
days, informed us that wherovor cut it 
was 

22 FEET IN WIDTH, 

Two hundrod yards further on we came 
to the Proserpine shaft. Horea well con- 
structed hoisting and pumping shaft was 
found, the aides being securely timbered. 
In a building adjacbiit to tho shaft house 
was a single horse- power, formerly used 
for running tho pump and hoisting the 
ore. There was a considerable quantity 
on the dump, which looked to be of a 
richer character than that taken from the 
Wilkinson, though the ledge is one and 
tho same, i From the Proserpine Mr. 
Forrett pointed to a spot on a hill about 
five miles from where we stood, and in- 
formed us that there was the "Cariboo" 
ledge, owned by the B. C. Milling and 
Mining Company. This was in direct line 
with tho "Prosperpine," and it i3 the 
opinion of minors, experts and Mr. Bow- 
man, geologist, that this ledge continues 
across the country ; in fact, it is located 
from Grouse creek, whore it is known as 
the "Lord Dutl'erin," to beyond the 
"Cariboo," 

A DISTANCE OK OVKH SEVEN MILKS, 

crossing Williams creek at Richfield, op- 
posite the government buildingB. It 
varies in width in this long stretch, where 
it has been opened, from seven to twenty- 
throe foet. In all instances where it haa 
been tested, it carries a greater or lesser 
quantity of free gold, but the greater por- 
tion of the pay of course is carried in tho 
sulphurets, 

The next mines visited were those situ- 
ated on 

ISLAND MOUNTAIN, 
about six miles from Barkerville, tho ore 
from which during the quartz excitement 
proved t) be worth SI9. GO to the con in 
free gold, a number of tons having been 
milled at tho old Kurtz & Lane works in 
Williams meadows. The location on 
which the chief work has boon done ia 
that owned by Mr. P. Dunlovy, of Soda 
creek. Tunnels have boeu run in 
at several points along Lho face of 
the hill, and in overy instance good rock 
struck. At the point where work iB now 
being carried on two tunnels of about 
thirty feet in length have expoeed the 
ledge which cortainly possesses the richest 
looking quartz of all the locations visited, 
Largo pieces of quartz wore easily shat- 
tered by a slight tap from tho hammer, 
and exposed the fact that it was filled 
with very numerous cells containing black 
powdered sulphurets; while brown look- 
ing rotten rock which your correspondent 
powdered and ''horned" out, showed 
several colors of freo gold, it is tho 
opinion of oxpeils, formed from assays 
and examinations of lodges that Island 
mountain quart z carriea more freo gold 
and gold-yielding sulphurets than any 
known ledge ill and around Barkerville. 
Gther extensions and ledges have been 
located on this mountain, which seems to 
be a perfect not-work of quartz veins. 
Mosquito creok, which produced largo 
quantities of gold in the early days, the 
finest quality found in the district, emp- 
ties from this hill. The gold found has 
the appearance of being separated from 
quartz, while many largo pieces have still 
quartz adhering to them. So favorable 
wa8 the report of the two experts, Messrs. 
Craib and Koch, on the locations that 
work on them has been commenced. Half 
a mile down the hillside is .Jack of Clubs 
lake, oxUiidiri^ fur live miles around tho 
circular windings of the mountain, and 
emptied by Willow river and Slough 
creek, both of which streams contain 
gold. A short distance from the lako- 
shore, a site has boon burned nnd cleared 
for the mill and other buildings. Mr. 
Dunlovy has bought tho machinery form- 
erly owned by tho Enterprise Mining Co. 
consisting of engines and boilers, pumps 
and ton-stamp mill, and it is the inten- 
tion to form a company, place these in 
position and erect chlorination works. 
At the time we wero at tho mine a number 
of men wore engaged in running further 
into the tunnels in order to aocuro a largo 
quantity of quartz on tho dump. Tho 
pay ia undoubtedly in tho mountain in 
largo quantities, and only requires skilled 
and economical working to bring profit 
ablo returns. 

Tho next visit made was to the lodge 
running across Williams crook, near Na- 
son's sawmill, and known as 

T11K STEADMAN LOCATION. 

This has recently boenjtakon up by a com- 
pany of ten who intend to prospect it. 
The tunnel which had been run in years 
ae/o was filled with sediment from tho 
creek, so wo did not h«vu a chunco of ex- 
amining the oxtont of work dono, but as 
tho crook haa boon washed by hydraulic 
to bed rock tho lodge can bo plainly soon. 
It measures seven feet four inches 
in width on the aurfaco, and 
is pronounced by the experts 



as the beat defluod lodge known. Its walla 
on either side are slate, while by tho ac- 
tion in forming the quartz walls are pol- 
ished as smooth as glass. Tho ledge is a 
a continuation of the Cariboo or "Bonanza" 
ledge, and though of narrower dimensions 
its quartz has assayed highly and is pro- 
nounced good by the experts. It is bo sit- 
uated that there is natural millsito aud 
dumping ground nnd the tho rise in the hill 
on either side of tho crook several hundred 
foet would render it easy of working aud 
easily drained. Tho ore as in all othor oaaea 
is rebellious. 

Further up the creek are a number of 
other ledges on which vory little work has 
boon done. There is also a well-defined 
ledge of narrow dimension a quarter mile 
down tho creek, all of tho same character of 
ore, tho latter ledge being particularly 
good. 

Climbing up tho hill back of tho court 
house aud along a water ditoh we come to 
another location aud continuation of the 
Steadmau ledge on which work was former- 
ly done by a company. 

Two milos further on, and on the south- 
ern side of tho divide botweeu Lowheo 
creek and Stout's guleh, is 

THK CABIDOO LEDGE, 

the property of the B. C. Milling com- 
pany. Cn tho opposite side of the valley 
are some very substantial looking bnildings 
containing the machinery owned by tho 
company, These we did not visit. There 
is a roadway from Barkerville running to 
the location. Striking off from this wo are 
soon at the dump on which is lying a largo 
quantity of quartz. The house whore the 
rook was picked for milling is in a dilapi- 
dated coudititiou. Lighting a couple of 
candles we enter tho tunnel, and grope 
along the tramway 150 feet to where n drive 
has beeu made either way. This exposes 
the ledge at a width of 23 foot. At the end 
of ouo drive a shaft has been sunk a depth 
of thirty or forty feet, but was tilled with 
water. The doposit of gold bearing rook is 
undoubtedly the largest discovered and 
in it tha company have a very fino property, 
but one which will require a large capital 
to work. The present works are construct- 
ed for free nulling purposes, so it will bo 
necessary to addconoentrating and chlorinat- 
ing apparatus. The oompany have a high- 
ly satisfactory report from Mr. Koch, who 
is strongly of the opinion that economical 
management would bring dividnuds. Two 
hundred feet abovo the tunnel is an 
immense "blow-out" or chim ay from 
the quartz lodgo. Tho property is tho 
best prospected lodge in the district, aa a 
working tunnel has boon built for the 150 
foot, and it has boon demonstrated that it 
is a continuous vein of paying oro. Tho 
peoplo of Barkorville were very much 
gratified on tho night before we left on 
t he receipt of a telegram from the com- 
pany to forward 200 pounds of ore by ex- 
preaB and 1000 pounds of freight to Vic- 
toria, in order that a mill test may bo 
made in San Francisco. 

Leaving the "Cariboo" and continuing 
on for three-quarters of a mile aud then 
for a thousand feet up the hillside, over 
fallen timber and through brush wo came 
to the old 

ENTERPRISE TUNNEL, 

on the noitherly aide of Lowhee creek, a 
famouB gold-bearing creek. The tunnel 
was run in to tip tho ledgo; when it was 
reached work stopped. A hundred feet 
up the hill we find the ledge cropping out 
and in this a couple of shots had been 
fired. The ledge ia exposed for eight fest 
in width and ia thought to be rich-paying 
ore. Its quartz walls are similar to those 
of the Steadman, poliBhod smooth as 
glass. A couple of hundred foet from this 
ia another ledge, on which a similar 
amount of work haa been done, also ex- 
posing an eight to ton foot vein. It ia the 
opinion of exporta that those two ledges 
join in one further up the hill. Mr. Koch 
— who examined and who with Jack 
Pinkerton, an old Caribooite, took up 
both locations — named them the "Gov- 
ernor PerkinB" and "Senator Jones" 
ledges. The oro haa assayed very highly, 
Mr. Koch finding at high as §190 to the 
ton. They are undoubtedly lodges of 
rich-bearing sulphurets and whon the 
right time has come will be developed. 

Thoro were other quartz lodges in the 
vicinity of Birkerville we wero asked to 
look at, but time was too short to admit 
of it. Wo had, however, aeon sufficient 
to convince us that the district in and 
around Barkerville posaeaaed immenao 
deposits of gold-bearing rock, and could 
not but believe from tho reaults aecured 
by tho exports that it waa destined to aoon 
be the sceno of unexampled activity, 

Mr. Craib, who was with your corres- 
pondent at all the locations, will asaay a 
number of pieces taken from the variouB 
mines and will make a test of 100 pounds 
from the Steadman and Dunlevy loca- 
tions. He frequently exproesed hia sur- 
prise Mie rich character and oxtont of 
the ledges, and stated that if it netted 
what there was scarcely a question but 
what it would, that there was at Barker- 
ville and vicinity a greater amount of 
quartz than in any district in California, 
and there also could be no question that 
it would be quickly aud extensively 
worked. Mr. Craib as an expert is 
a man of practical and economical idoas, 
and impressed overy one with the force 
and clearness of hia conclusions. He is so 
well ploaseu with the results of his Barker- 
ville visit that he will remain in the district 
during the winter and continue Iuh inves- 
tigations into the worth of the various 
deposits. 

There can be no doubt of the oxtont of 
tho quartz deposits,

in paying quantities, and that they are 
destined to soon bo developed; but it is 
sincerely to be hoped that tho ill-advised 
and grossly mis-directed actions of pre- 
vious years will not even in the slightest 
way bo repeated, instead of securing a 
location and then spending largo sums in 
buying machinery and in expensive man- 
agement, it is trusted by all well-wishers 
of tho province and particularly the dis- 
trict, that men who put in their capital 
will first see by tunnelling and sinking 
that they have a property that will pay. A 
thousand tons of oro on tho dump iB a 
much better start, to make than in secur- 
ing spacioua mills and handsome machi- 
nery. Tho lesson ao bitterly and dearly 
learned years ago in Cariboo should deter 
any rash speculation . Let tho efforts bo 
concentrated in working ono or two loca- 
tions in an economical and practical man- 
ner, and it will soon be demonstrated 
whether it will pay to work the many 
millions of tons of oro that aro known to 
exist. Should it be clearly proved that 
thore is profit in working, it will moan 
such a large development of tho diatrict 
that in a few yearn Cariboo will be the 
moat prosperoue portion of tho province, 
and that it will ulso be tapped by a rail- 
way Lystom, bringing it nearer to tho 
coast, and rendering it possible to engage 
in many occupations in tho district with 
profit by cheapening tho coBt of supplies 
aud labor. 

With Mr. Craib v/c. woro indebted to 
Mr. J. Mason, M. P. P., Mr. Bowron, 
gold commissioner, Mr. Bowman, geolo- 
gist, Mr. W. Forreat, and othora for many 
favora. Everything possible that would 
tend to make cur visit, profitable and plea- 
uant was done, and without suoh gonoroua 
BHiiaUmoe, it would have been impossible 



to accomplish ao much during our short 
stay. 

In another letter roforenco will be made 
to placer raining in the diatrict, now the 
only induatry that ia keeping the district 
in existence. 

YESTERDAY'S ' DISPATCHES. 

FRANCE. 

Paris, Oct. 1.— A French member of 
tho Egyptian debt commission has ad- 
dreaaed to tho powora a atrong protest 
ugainat the manner in which the EngliBh 
are using the funds raised by tho loan 
and guaranteed by the powers. 

In the courau of hia remarks at Mont- 
pelier yesterday Prime Minister deFrey- 
cinot said the main object to be consider- 
ed now was tho eoonomic progress of tho 
country. Thanks to tho increased reve- 
nue derived from taxation he hoped the 
Atlantic and Mediterranean canal scheme 
would be speedily carried into effect. He 
repoated hia appeal for republican unity, 

KUSSIA. 

London, Sept. 29.— Advices from Vla- 
divoatock state that the cholera attacked 
the foreign colony there early Fin Septem- 
ber; that since that time aeventy-three 
cases have boon reported in the oity, and 
thirty-nine persons have died of the dis- 
ease 

Moscow, Oct, 1.-— Tho Gazette declares 
that thirty Bulgarians havo been whipped 
to death for expressing aymputhy with 
Russia's action in Bulgaria. 

ENGLAND. 
London, Oct. 1.— The Times this mor- 
ning says: England lias good reason to 
bo satisfied with the statement made by 
Kerr Tizza in the Hungarian parliament 
yesterday, which indicates a point beyond 
which the Austro German alliance cannot 
bj strained without breaking. 

CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, Sept. 29.— There are on 
the way west from Chicago 80 cars of ice 
which it has been found necessary to pur- 
chase here to supply thu market on thiB 
coast. 



CANADA. 

Tobonio, Sept. 29.— Salvation army fes- 
tivities in eouneotiou with Ceu, Booth's 
visit here wero coutiuued to-day. A grand 
street parade was held this afternoon, in 
which 2,500 otlieers aud soldiers took part. 
This was followed; by a banquet in the tem- 
ple. Gen. Booth in an address said tho 
army adapted thoir methods to local cir- 
cumstances. 

Winnipeg, Sept. 29,— The editor of the 
Fort McLood (iazbtte wires the Mauitoban 
that no massacre has occurred. Everything 
is quiet there, the bloods being on their 
reserve. Ho adds that the rumor probably 
originated from tho killing of bloods in 
Montana some time ago. 



AUSTRIA. 
Pksth, Oct. 1.— llerr Von Tizza adopted 
the usual course of reading his speech in 
the Bulgarian parliament yesterday . Print- 
ed copies were given to newspapers in 
order to avoid mistakes. The speech gives 
general satisfaction, although it is thought 
to lack explieitnoss in the goverumout's 
relations with Germany. It is expected 
that the effect of the speech in Bulgaria 
will be to encourage tho government to re- 
sist Russia.

EASTERN STATES. 
St. Louis, Sept. 20.— The trouble 
which for some time haa existed in the 
Jewish congregation of Shaare Emith 
Temnlo, the wealthiest and moat prom- 
inent synagogue in thia city, haa finally 
resulted in its disruption to tho extent 
that over 100 members of Shaare Emith 
have left that society and organized an- 
other congregation under Dr. Sonne- 
schum, and to-night they hold their in- 
augural services in Memorial h*ll. A 
largo audience was present and the ser- 
vices were quite impressive. The now 
organization embraces many of the 
loading and most progressive minds 
among the dews of this city and it 
promises t:> become one of the largest 
and must influential congregations in the 
west. 

St. Louis, Sopt. 30. — The Knights of 
Labor in the west and more particularly 
those in St. Louis have decided that tho 
strike, like tho boycott must go and that 
it should be no longer bo recognized as a 
necessity to the order. While this im- 
portant decision is not publicly announc- 
ed, yet the information comes from un- 
questioned authority. Tho fact ia that 
some of the Knights consider that this 
has beeu ono of the greatest obstacles that 
the order has had to doal with.

Things are severely quiet just now at Gran- 
ite creek and cheap. Building that were 
erected there somo months ago at a cost of 
$1000 could be purchased for §'.25, and they 
aro a drug on tho market at that price. 
People have gone out of tho real estate busi- 
ness altogether. — Columbian.

Seldom has tho Speaker felt himself 
called upon to intervene in the delibera- 
tions of tho British house of commons 
with such frequoncy as on tho occasion of 
tho adjourtiud debate on Mr. Sexton's 
amendment to the address His patience 
was tried by extreme utterances from 
men of all shades of opinion. As soon as 
ho seemed to havo settled one point of 
order, another immediately arose of 
equally provoking urgoucy. In one in- 
stance ho had to rebuke a member thrice 
in succession for a series of offences 
against the rules, of increasing enormity, 
tho last of which was only atoned for by 
an expression of regret, A foreigner, 
unacquainted with English parliamentary 
usage, reading tho report in the Tunes, 
would be justified iu supposing that it 
was an ordinary occurrence for the speak- 
er to participate in the discussions. Nut 
loss than eighteen times is ho represented 
to havo spoken at that single sifting. 
Possibly the fact that his rulings on some 
preceding days had been called in question 
by a party iu tho house may have made 
him more determined to assert tho au- 
thority of his position. Ccrtuinly ho t nik 
no pains to conciliate those who had found 
fault with his former decisions, and those 
who were already inclined to discern a 
bias in his application of the rules of 
procedure wore given n i reason to change 
their opinion. It id true, as already in- 
timated, that tho speaker did not spure 
tho opponents of the section that consid- 
ered itself aggrieved. Colonel Saunderaon 
was the first whom ho reminded of the 
irrelevancy of his remarks — as to which, 
indeod, there could bo no question what- 
ever. He deemed it his duty to interrupt 
that honorable and gallant Ulstennan 
mure than once. But when, having 
bowed to the speaker's ruling, Colouel 
Saunderaon again relapsed into oblivion 
of the actual subject and began to commit 
himself ta theories that savored of dis- 
loyalty, the speaker resented as unneces- 
sary the intervention of u Parnellita 
member who questioned the lawfulness of 
the colonel's language. The words used 
were evidently of a character to ex- 
cuse tho demand for explanation. 
Colonel Saunderson said that if parlia- 
ment passed a law which handed over the 
Irish minority to tho tender mercies 
of honorable gentlemen opposite the 
Protestants of Ireland would be justified, 
as a last resort, in appealing to force, 
He acknowledged having spoken to like 
intent before Irish audiences. Mr. Sex- 
ton merely asked whether a member of 
the house was entitled to make such u de- 
claration. The speaker replied that the 
gallant member had said uothing that 
called for his intervention. It could 
hardly be expeoted that such a ruling 
would paBs without comment. Sir W. 
Harcourt urged the importance of having 
the sense of both sides of the house on a 
point so significant. The Spoakor, how- 
ever, insisted that Colonel Saunderson 
had merely said that if a certain event 
happened, ho would think it necessary to 
have recourse to a particular lino of ac- 
tion, and that such a statement had noth- 
ing to do with the rulos of the house. 
Colonel Saunderson accordingly continued 
his observations, though in a lees mena- 
cing tone, and soon brought his speech to 
a cIobo. 

Mr. John Morloy subsequently took the 
matter up, referring to it as a rather 
painful episode to a lover of legality like 
himself, und seized the opportunity that 
it gave him of reprehending Lord R 
Churchill for the uso of like rash lan- 
gaugo. Nevertheless, tho Speaker ad- 
hered to his purpose of non-intervention, 
and Colonel Waring thought it permis- 
sible to repeat Colonel Saunderson's con- 
tingent threat in a modified form. It 
was not long, however, till the Speaker 
had a chance of showing what Bort of 
language he considered unparliamentary. 
After Mr. Macartney, at the instance of Mr, 
ComminB, had been compelled to withdraw 
the term "renegade," which ho had applied 
to a fellow member, Mr. Redmond camo in 
for a considerable share of tho speaker's 
attention for retaliating on Mr. Macartney. 
Whether the toue of the speaker's censure 
was more bitter and aggressivo when he ad- 
dressed it to home rulers than when it was 
addressed to the allies of tho government, 
only thoso who wero present could fairly 
decide, But tho Times' report assuredly 
gives the impression that in tho former case 
there was u sharpness of manner and speech 
in contrast with tho more hesitating and 
indulgent character of his rulings when the 
latter were the offenders. In tho cuso of 
Mr. Redmond, for instance, though that 
gontloiuun at onco and "most unresorvedly " 
withdrew certain unparliamentary oppres- 
sions that occurred in his criti- 
cism of Mr. Macartney, the speak- 
er did not rest satiBfiod with tho 
aot of atonement, but added a caution 
against its repetition aud said that it almost 
required an apology, Mr. Redmond then 
assured the speaker that nothing was fur- 
ther from his intention thnn to transgress 
the rnlos, but had hardly finished a sen- 
tence when ho wsb again pulled up for 
irrelevancy. Tho result of this extreme 
vigilance on tho part of the speaker was 
to embarrass him bo much that, while yot 
apologizing, ho allowed an expression to 
escapo him, which brought out the uwful 
menace of having his name pronounced 
aloud, lie wsb, meantime, callod upon 
to apologize for tho uso of expressions 
high ly improper and unparl lament iry , and, 
in spita of tbo evident dosiro on his part 
to give full satisfaction, it was only after 
two or three attempts, that ho SUCOeedod 
in appeasing tho Bpeakcr. He was then 
allowed to fiiiiah his Bpooch. 

Tho last encounter with tho speaker 
arose when Sir William Harcourt was ad- 
dressing tho hoiiHo. That gentleman did 
not prove so submissive as Mr. Redmond, 
whoso extreme readiness to "unresorvedly 
withdraw" whatovor tho speaker objected 
to soomod to make that high official only 
more arbitrary. Sir William, ou the con- 
trary, while professing absolute obedience 
to it, was cloarly disposed to question tin- 
reasonableness of the upcakor's ruling, bo 
that the latter had to roiniijd him he was 
"arguing with the chair." Evon after the 
speaker had again and again informed him 
that his remmlj* wore not pertinent to the 



question beforo the house, he continued 
t > remonstrate, "Then, sir, I think (it is 
very diHicult," and ao on. Tho effeot of 
the ruling in this case was to bring the 
debato to a premature closo, Sir W. Har- 
court declining to continue his speech 
under the limitations imposed and Lord 
Churchill net dooming it necessary to re- 
ply to his charges. It has rarely happen- 
ed that, the impartiality of a speaker in 
the British house of commons has been 
doubted and it would be a pi'.y if, through 
misunderstanding, or still worse, through 
the fault of tho speakor himself, tho im- 
pression should bo entertained that ho 
"was in any respect a partisan,

Another Tower of Babel. 

Paris Cor. London Timei. 

The idea of erecting a metal tower 
981 feet high on the oecaHion of a great 
International Exhibition, it appears 
is really co lie carried out. There will be 
erected at the entrance of the Champs 
do Mars, as a monument of human 
folly and bad taste, a gigantic tower 
not much less than one thousand feet 
high, of metal. The tower is to rest on 
enormous arches 1G4 foet wide, under 
which will pass tho entrance to the in- 
terior of the exhibition. What is the 
propriety of making a tower of Babel 
the portal to an exhibition 1 The fact 
if, that this tower is a piece of down- 
right stupidity. Tt will Bhock every 
eye, intercept views, destroy the effect 
of perspective, thrust its hobelessly 
monotonous lines bofore every one who 
tries to obtain some idea of the general 
eil'ect of the exhibition.. It threatens 
to bring ridicule upon tho whole under- 
taking. Your readers Bhould know 
tlmt this idea of a tower 1,000 feet 
high to celebrate the anniversary of a 
great revolution and the gathering 
together of the products of the world 
belongs only to a small number of 
frenchmen who are perfectly well 
aware that their idea is stupid and in 
bad taste, but who have too deep an 
interest in it not to make every pos- 
sible effort to carry out the scheme, 
even though its realization would make 
France the laughing-stock of the world 
for a whole generation. 

Of the height of Habel we have no 
record, but St. Paul's measures 401 
feet. Measured against those paltry 
standards the supereminence of the 
Parisian tower will be simply crush- 
ing. Even Yankees, who are. generally 
considered to possess a monopoly in big 
things, must confess that this big 
tower is too big for them. In all ages 
the building of lofty towers has, right- 
ly or wrongly been associated witli 
folly and some times has been followed 
by retribution. The tower of Babel was 
the occasion of the breaking up of the 
people. The tower which Beckford 
built, al. ITonthill Abbey fell miserably. 
The Champ de Mars tower cannot 
fail to be hideous, for it is condemned 
by the essential conditions of the under- 
taking to a compromise between a 
giant beanstalk and a semaphore. Its 
lankiness must be utterly dispropor- 
tionate to the rest of the exhibition 
structure. It can hardly be put to auy 
practical use. The nearest approach to 
use which our limited ingenuity sug- 
gests is that it should bo crowned by a 
colossal statue of General Boulanger; 
and that on the anniversary of the 
.Republic, Pircher, the celebrated'Vien- 
nese steeple-jack, should (by the kind 
permission of the Emperor of Austria) 
climb from tho ;base to the summit, 
and either envelop the General with 
tho tricolor or crown him with an 
Imperial wreath, as circumstances may 
require. That would be a spectacle 
worth seeing. The height of St. 
Stephen's, Vienna, which Pircher as- 
cended the other day, is only 432 Ger- 
man feet, so that 081 feet might pos- 
sibly "extend" Pireher, and put a lit- 
tle more spirit into tho afl'air, But such 
a performance, however interesting, 
would hardly by itself justify the erec- 
tion of this "monument of human 
folly and bad taste.'' Nor would it ac- 
cording to English ideas, justify the 
ex|)onditnre of 5,000,000 franca, 
which is to be the cost of tho tower.
